After I h.id finished talking with RENFROS in regards to GIRNU3, 
he launch :d the conversation into another area of the investigat- 
ion, nil -..sly the EUGENE DAVIS - DEAN ANDREWS relationship. RENFRO 
said that he had known GENE DAVIS (or "MSS" DAVIS as RENFROS 
calls hi: ) for about 20 years and he said he never heard the 
name CLAY BERTRAND associated with DAVIS. 

RENFROS' S story, was that DAVIS was living with and taking care 
of an elderly Negro woman who hived on Dauphine Street. The 
Negro woman was willing all her money and possessions to DAVIS 
in return for DAVIS' care. DAVIS ran into financial problems 
so he approached RENFROS and RENFROS told DAVIS to go to the 
Negro woman and ask her to give him his inheritance then, instead 
of waiting until she died. Site agreed to this and DAVIS went 
to a Savings and Loan Company (Homestead Savings f< Loan, at 
329 Barrone St.? Unsure) to withdraw some money. He could not 
get the money and informed RENFROS of this fact. RENFROE then 
suggested that DAVIS talk to DEAN ANDREWS about getting the 
money. To quote RENFROE he said, "If anybody can get that 
money, DEAN ANDREWS can." 

ANDREWS worked out some plan to get the money (15~20thousand 
dollars) . RENFROS did not remember any of the details of this 
maneuver but he said that ANDREWS wound up with the money and 
DAVIS had none. In fact DAVIS had to go to ANDREWS to get a 
couple of hundred dollars to fix the roof of the house on 
Dauphine Street after "Betsy" damaged it.

"you know, therms all kinds of sex". 

NOTES: 

RENFROS is waiting on the settlement of the ownership of the 
apartment house which was supposedly willed to RENFROS by 
MUNTZ . 

RENFROS cclld be a good source cf information on the "gay" crowd 
in the French Quarter. 

The origin of SHAW ' S whips (Mexico?) might be interesting, since 
it might lead to fc-.c of MIAV7 ' S connections outside the U. S.

Regarding our telephone conversation in reference to 
my report on investigation dated April 16, 1967, reference 
Page 2, Paragraph 3, following is subject and conversation 
referred to therein. 

On Wednesday night, April 12, 196?, at approximately 10:00 
PM, Lt, Casso and myself entered the M 544" Club on Bourbon Street 
and noticed Dean Andrews was seated at the bar. As a result of 
our lifetime acquaintence in the Parish our conversation was both 
casual and intimate, Andrews let me know that he knew I was on 
Jim Garrison’s investigative staff on the assasination probe. 

This lead us Into a conversation regarding the Grand Jury indict- 
ment against him, I explained to him that my opinion was that no 
District Attorney of any Parish prosecuted a perjury charge - that 
said charge was to force the individual to tell the truth, and 
that if he would identify Bertrand, I was sure the perjury charge 
against him would be dropped, Andrews reply was that he would 
rather pull five years than identify Bertrand because these people 
played for keeps, and that five years was better than being dead. 
Further Into the conversation, Andrews stated that if he Identified 
Bertrand he would be pegged as a fink and lose all of his connections 
on the Strip, He told me the story of looking for Bertrand and 
seeing him in a bar on Bourbon Street but due to his weight did not 
give chase. 

Andrews did not call Jim Garrison by name but always re- 
ferred to him as the "Jolly Green Giant 11 , Andrews said that the 
Jolly Green Giant had no evidence; that his case was taken from 
the following books; Whitewash I, Whitewash II, Rush to Judgment, 
and Volume 6 of the Warren Report, Andrews then told me (Buccola) 
to read the above named books and that after I had read them he 
would discuss the case further with me.

She said that when sho 
saw the picture cf 122 HARY2Y OSWALD in tho newspaper 
on Kovcinbor 22, 196*3, as being a suspect in the assassination 
of President K2NN2DY sho recognized bin as boing tho nan 
who occupied the rear apartment at 4905 Magazine Street 
from approximately June. 1963 until late September, 1963. 

She said that while OSWALD livod at that address 
ho never spoke to anyone and kept pretty much to himsolf. 

Sho said that OSWALD and his wife talkod in a foroign 
languago, which sho boliovod to bo Russian. She said 
that sho worked during the day so that sho did not sea 
OSWALD very often and that when sho did it was in the 
late afternoon when she returned from work. Sho said 
sho recalls cooing a short, stocky . dark complected individual, 
who was wearing a dark business suit and lookod to bo 
either Mexican or Cuban extraction, outer OSWALD* s homo 
approximately throe wooks before OSWALD vacated tho apart- 
ment. Sho said that sho did not bolievo she could idontify 
this man inasmuch as she only observed the side of his 
faco but was ablo to closely observe his appoaranco. 

Sho stated that sho also recalls sooing a woman 
who drovo a station wagon bearing Texas liconso platos 
arrive at tho Oswald apartment during lato Septombor, 

1963, and load clothing and other articles into this 
station wagon. Sho furnishod tho following description 
of this woman;

The new Trade Mart opened after you left. There was 
a Trade Mart on camp Street, I believe the 700 block.

And 
that was one building OSWALD picked for his rather 
ostentatious literature distribution. That's where he 
got himself arrested v/ith several Cubans who came to 
break up this literature distribution. But SHAVf's a 
man of culture.

Even when I wont to work in 
the morning, l*d rap on the door and one of the 
girls, the secretaries, — it was always that way. 

To my knowledge it was always that way. So that 
no one ever came in who was not directly associated 
with the newspaper or with the printshop, he ran 
a printing company. 

The reason I ask that is because I wondered if 
anybody brought these releases*

Did you ever meet or hear of a man CARLOS BRINGtJlER?

What 1*111 really asking you — I'll be more open 
about it — - is could ho have seemingly If it the 
description of a man engaged in intelligence 
activities? 

Well, that's hard to say, I was trying to think 
whether or not there was ever any indication that 
KENT paid his expenses. To any knowledge there is 
none , 

I vouldn 1 t think of KENT paying his expenses as 
much as others paying his expanses and KENT being 
the partial beneficiary in the form of his writing. 
It would be so expensive, otherwise KENT couldn't 
pay for it. It costs something to travel abroad. 

And submit the pamphlet to something as small as the 
Independent American, Tha t pamphlet couldn't 
possibly pay the expense of collecting the 
information in Europe, as you're well aware of. 

I wouldn r t think so, it sold for less than $1,00, 

Even if it sold for a couple of dollars, they'd 
have to sell a fantastic number of them to pay 
justhis transportation. So this man fits tha 
general description of one who could be engaged in 
intelligence. And that * s why I was just wondering. 
Because there are a number of such tilling s throughout 
this story and there *d not as definitive as I’d like 
them to be but they exist as suspicions, 

Now let me ask you, what part could, COURTNEY, for 
example, play in such a.,, 

I have no reason to believe that ho played .any part 
but what I'm trying to do is eliminate, like I told 
you before, it may be before we started taping,

He didn't do very well 


He came in to talk one day with KENT about a strike 
that was occurring there in Now Orleans. I don't 
remember what strike it was but I spoke to him 
briefly and I had a book that was being printed 
at that time and I needed a copyright form notarized 
and I believe he handled it for me. But no one else 
to my knowledge outside of the mechanical staff, the 
people who did the printing. » . 


Let me ask you this, it's a little bit personal, a 
poet is not tha kind of man who ordinarily gets to 
write propaganda for radio broadcasts, nor is he the 
kind of man that finds this writing very congenial. 
Did THORNbBY ever help you with any of that? 

My impression of THOKNLEY’s writing ability I'm 
afraid is that he couldn't help me on my worst day. 

I quite agree with that. But the kind of stuff that 
COURTNEY wanted from you for these broadcasts is 
not the kind of thing you would ordinarily write.

You notice that in this picture 
and the other two I showed you, his hairline 
recedes prominently over his left temple. All four 
of these newspaper pictures, Mow I don't know if

I had this picture which is a print printed backward 
to make his hairline recede over his left temple, 
the opposite temple.

Do you have a sufficient recollection to recall 
whether his hairline did recede in those days or 
do these newspaper pictures all of which are more 
recent show a more prominent recession. 

My impression, and this is simply m impression, I 
cannot remember perfectly clearly, but my impression 
is that he had no noticeable recession in his 
hairline, more than say usual.

Whan BARBARA and I were in the French Quarter, this 
was the great cry, everybody was going to Mexico 
and vary, vary. . . 

Waiters, too? 

Oh, everyone. 

Busboys, too? 

Everybody wanted to go to Mexico. 

But how many busboys went there? 

Very few people that 1 knew of want there at all 
but it's like many things in the Quarters, it was 
talk. That was one of the things tmt set me apart 
from those who professed to be writers in the 
Quarter. Everybody was writing something but it 
wasn't printed yet and it wasn't done yet. And 
they wanted to talk about writing and my feeling 
at that time was perhaps overly serious, I don't 
know, but in any case I wished to work at writing 
more than talk about it. 

Before we leave the subject, let's see if there's 
anything that you can connect the receipt of this 
postcard with. Is there anything that happened 
about the same time that might help orient it in 
time ? 

I was not living here. I was living in another 
apartment. 

When did you move here? 

From January 10, 1964 to October 1, 1964. 

You came here October 1, 1964. 

Tbt 1 s right. 

And when did you move to the previous address? 
Probably January 10.

I can tell, BRANDY could help you here, cause x 
stayed there until she left Omaha to go to Oklahoma 
City or Lawton, Oklahoma f which would be I think 
around May of 1963. 

if she doesn't remember the receipt of the letter 
it would then mean it was after May of *63, 

Yes. Which would mean I was living either down on 
Aquilla court, here in Omaha, with a painter friend 
of mine, or that I was here, cause I moved directly 
from the studio to this 31st Street address. The 
building , , , 

Unless, THORHLEY wa in Mexico more than one time it 
would have had to have been after May of *63, 

There's another possibility. And that is the post- 
card was not mailed from Mexico. It was a postcard 
he picked up at one time or another. And because it 
had this illustration. . .KERRY was rather proud of 
his rationalistic agnosticism and this church, as yen. 
may know, was preserved by the revolutionary 
government in Mexico as a symbol of the oppression 
of the church. This was the reason he sent it.

Do you remember anything elss he went in? What 
other things did he get into in his letter 3? 

I don't recall. There was an exchange relative to 
a poem of mine, a long poem that X had written in 
Mew Orleans shortly before I left which he liked 
vary much. It has never been published and he did 
ask about this poem. I said if you want it, why 
instead of publishing it, 1 will s^ll it to you 
and you will retain the rights to it. Any reprint 
if I should want to put it in a collection some 
time, then you will hold the rights to it, you will 
be credited. And he didn't go for the idea at all. 
But he did like the poem. To my knowledge that is 
the only other thing that he talked about. 

Do you recall any references to Kennedy or to the 
assassination? 

You mean in the letter? 

Yes. 

Oh, yes* I kind of hesitate to say, because the 
evidence of the letter that may turn up, or letters, 
there are more than one, I think, two or three, 
may be different than my impression. But my 
impression is he was glad. 

That would not be unique because he and another man 
celebrated the assassination. 

Certainly there was no remorse at all, no shock in 
the c on v e n Liona 1 sense . 

Did he ever refer to OSWALD in the letters? 

Yes, he told me that he had been in the Marine 
Corps with OSWALD. 

Ha didn * t tell you that in New Orleans? OSWALD had 
already defected, you see* And had then come back to 
the U.S. 

He never mentioned OSWALD to me. 

OSWALD was back in the U.S , when you knew THORNLEY 
in Mew Orleans.

The dedication of THORNLEY's book may interest you. 
"To CLINT BOLTON who first told me, go home ya 
bum and write." And I tried to suggest to him 
that THORNLHY would inevitably be a subject of 
considerable interest to Jim Garrison following my 
own work on THORN1LY which was published. There 
was just a question of time before Garrison 

got to him and if THORNX.EY were wise ha would get 
together with me and we would talk. And if he ware 
not quite that wise, he would still take the 
initiative of getting in touch with Garrison, lie 
went there involuntarily. He did it in a very 
inept way. He went to Court without a lawyer. And 
the judge said to go, so he went. And I have no 
doubt thathe lied, I have no doubt whatever that he 
lied which is a crazy thing to do. Incidentally, 
BARBARA said you told her you can imagine THQRNLftY 
wanting to be... 

I was just going to say, I think that he would h^ve 
enjoyed the whole thing.
